* Rules of Postoffice Fail. 

Cursory investigaiion made by the mem- 
bers of the senate and house convinced them 
that while. the postoflice department had 
stopped some abuses it had done nothing, so 
far as practical results are concerned, ip 
bringing about cleaner circulation. This

Again, it was realized that congress in the 
meat inspection act had protected the people 
from such packers as sought to foist bad 
meats upon the people, and in the pure food 
act had ended innumerable schemes by which 
rogues had profited from the sale of impure 
foods, drinks, and drugs.

ENORMOUS WASTE ALLEGED 


Say Multiplication of Governing 
Bodies Means Inefficient 
Public Service, 


WOULD REDUCE ELECTIVE OFFICES 


Chicago's greatest needs are unification 
of its Local governments and a short ballot. 
—CHICAGO BUREAU OF PUBLIC 
EFFICIENCY. 


BY OSCAR E. HEWITT. 
The Bureau of Public Efficiency yesterday 
issued a report pleading for consolidation of 


local governments and for a reduction inthe 
number of élective officials. 


It points out 
the divided authority and split responsibility 
and the consequent opportunities for “‘ pass- 
ing the buck.’’ 

The report shows vividly the lack of cen- 
tralization of power and necessarily of co- 
operation between officials and uniformity 
of standards of service. It indicates the in- 
convenience and cost to the public of in- 


equitable, unfair and otherwise objection- 
able tax levies. 


Holds Record for Complexity. 
Some of the striking sentences in the report 
are: 

Probably no other community In the 
world presents a more confusing com- 
plexity of local governments than does 
the territory comprising the city of Chi- 
cago. 

The ballot presented to voters of Chi- 
cago at.certain elections is larger than 
that used in any other community in the 
world, with one or two possible excep- 
thors. 

There are more heads of departments 
in Chicago than there are in the govern- 
ment of the United States. 

The board of election commissioners is 
@ g0vernmental anomaly. 

Nowhere tn the county government is 
there any central codrdinating official or 
body. | 

The Chicago park situation ig unparal- 
leled in any city in this country. 

Multiplicity of local governments means 
duplication: of governmental mach: nery, 
antiquated administrative methods, in- 

efficient) service, and enormous waste. 

Multiplicity of elective officials meana, 
in general, a mediocre class of pubiic 
servants Who are not responsive to public 
will. 


Tax Overlapping Cited. 

With the report are submitted a number 
of charts and diagrams intended to picture 
at a glance various phases of the overlapping 
taxing bodies and the bewilderment of the 
voter in trying to select men for the various 
offices. _ 

In Cook county the clerk spreads 366 sepa- 
rate taxes. This, however, does not mean 
there are that number of taxing bodies, be- 
cause several levies are made by the same 
body. The bureau says the number of tay 
levying bodies “ does not exceed 300." 

“There are nineteen distinct governing 
agencies,” reads the report, ‘“‘in the terri- 
tory comprising Chicago—most of them ab- 
solutely independent of one another.”’ 

They are: 

City of Chicago. 

Board of education. 

Library board. 

Municipal Tuberculosis sanitarium. 
‘Cook county. 

Sanitary district of Chicago,

Condemn Old Town Government. 

After discussing these various corporate 
bodies, the report continues: 

“If account were taken of the seven towns 
lying wholly within the city of Chicago (Lake 
View, North Chicago, Jefferson, West Chi- 
cago, South Chicago, Hyde Park, and Lake), 
which still have legal existence, the number 
of governing bodies for the territory com- 
prising the city would be twenty-six instead 
of nineteen. 

“ These old town governments serve no im- 
portant purpose. They no longer have sepa- 
rately elected officials. The perfunctory legal 
duties which call for their continued exist-: 
ence are performed by the county clerk and 
county treasurer, who act as ex-officio town 
officers. The five towns which lie partly 
without and partly within the city (Evans- 
ton, Niles, Maine, Norwood Park, and Calu- 
met) are also excluded from the count. 


Some Other ons 

“Nor does the list of governing bodies 
in Chicago, reaching the formidable number 
of 19, include the proposed forest preserve 
district, the authorities of which are to 
acquire and administer outer park areas. 
Under the provisions of the statute passed by 
the legislature at its last session, this pro- 
posed forest preserve district, which is to 
have a eeparate tax levy, may be a separate 
governing authority with its own board of 
appointive officials.

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COMMITTEE OF 15 
WIDENS VICE WAR 
Local Councils Will Be Or- 


ganized in Seeking 10,- 
000 Members. 


“JAIL FOR LEVEE KINGS,” 


New and widened methods of fighting vice 
have been adopted by the Committee of 
Fifteen. 

Instead of the ma!n organization prosecut- 
ing the entire work from its central office, 
the city will be dotted with perhaps 100 local 
councils. The locals will make investi- 
gations in their districts and then report 


to the central office, which will continue the [ 


center of action. 

Under this broadened system the com- 
mittee expects to reach higher efficiency in 
warring on vice. “‘ both inside and outside of 
the so-called segregated district.”’ 


Seek to Check Vice Spread. 

Need for the extension of the operations is 
found by Superintendent Samuel P. Thrasher 
in the spread of disorderly houses and the 
opening of immoral flats outside of the old 
vice districts since the south side levee has 
been partly suppressed. The only effective 
way of combating the present situation, Mr. 
Thrasher says, is by having local councils to 
direct investigations and detective work in 
the outlying communities. 

As the first step, Oakland Council No. 1 was 
formed yesterday at the South Congregation- 
al church as Drexel boulevard and Fortieth 
street. The Rev. Harry E. Peabody, the 
pastor, was one of the first ministers of Chi- 
cago to approve of the new scheme. Many 
other churches are expected to enlist. 


Urge Jail for “Vice Kings.” 

‘**In two years we expect to have 100 coun- 
cils in Chicago, with 10,000 members,"’ Mr. 
Thrasher said in organizing the first council. 
“Then petitions with thousands of names 
will have force in the legislature in Spring- 
field in passing laws for the imprisonment of 
vice kings and in cutting off their food. 

“By mutual codperation of the councils 
petitions can be sent to the mayor, the city 
council, and the legislature. Then the local 
council can appeal to the owners of property 
which is being used for immoral purposes, 
These owners are reluctant to have their 
neighbors know that they are parties to the 
promotion of vice, and local complaints 
might be more effective than our present 
centralized reports.” 


Shows Spread Over City, 

Mr. Thrasher turned to a large map of Chi- 
cago covered with black spots and gold and 
silver stars. Within a red inclosure was rep- 
resented the segregated district, dotted with 
black spots crowned with gold stars. There 
were more black spots outside of the in- 
closure than there were inside, showing, he 
said, that vice is spread over the city. 

Since last May the Committee of Fifteen 
has been instrumental in closing more than 
200 houses and correcting the disorderliness 
in hundreds of saloons, he said. The saloons 
that had felt the correcting power of the 
law were designated on the map by silver 
stars. 

The superintendent told how the Committee 
of Fifteen had caused Lorraine Woods, a no- 
torious woman, to move three times within a 
few weeks. 

The records of the county hospital within 
twenty-seven months showed that 600 chil- 
dren under 12 years of age had passed 
through the venereal disease ward, accord- 
ing to Mr. Thrasher. Thousands of other 


any hospital at all, he said. These facts, he 
said, point to “‘the duty of all citizens to 
clean up the vice system which politics cre- 
ated,” 


Quotes Bible Remedy, 
The remedy for the vice king is found in the 
Bible, he said, quoting— 


Break thou the arm of the wicked and evil man. 

Seek out his wickedness till thou find none. 

The way to break the arms of the vice kings 
is through the local councils of the Commit- 
tee of Fifteen, of which Clifford W. Barnes 
is president, Mr. Thrasher continued. 

‘Whether by honeyed words or by sharp 
sticks,’’ he said, ‘‘ men in offices should be 
made to enforce the laws. 

“There is no way to meet organized 
viciousness except by organized righteous- 
ness. By organizing councils tn different 
parts of the city the Committee of Fifteen 
will have the field. practically at its fingers’ 
ends.” 

The Committee of Fifteen, he announced, 
is financially able to pursue its attack upon 
commercialized vice. Within the week $12,- 
500 had been collected, and the budget for the 
year has been placed at $25,000. 

Mr. Thrasher concluded his address with 
the assertion: 

‘It is no part of the government’s to pro- 
vide conveyances such as a segregated dis- 
trict for people to go wrong.” 


Debate Segregation Issue, 

Some of the members of the new council 
raised the question-whether it were not better 
to keep a segregated district rather than to 
scatter the undesirable women into the resi- 
dence sections. Dr. Jenkins Lloyd Jones 
then rose and said he was glad the undesir- 
ables had been chased imo Kenwood, where 
people were better able to give their time and 
money in ridding themselves of the presence 
of these women than were the poor people of 
Twenty-gecond street, who had been forced 
to be near these women too long. 

Oakland council, No, 1, will be governed by 
a board of five directors elected annually. 
To assure care in the selection of directors 
the members voted to choose a committee to 
consider the names of leaders. Besides Mr. 
Thrasher, Mrs. E. E. Smith of Lincoln cen- 
ter, Leslie J. Dodds, superintendent of the 
Sunday school in Oakland Methodist Episco- 
pal church; Isaac Davis of the Baptist Me- 
morial church, and Herbert K. Greenman of 
the First Presbyterian church were named 
on the committee. No member will be ad- 
mitted without the approval of the board of 
directors. 


KILLS KEYS; INSTALLS PHONES 
TO THWART ITS TELEGRAPHERS. 


Action of Frisco Lines Catches Would- 
be Strikers by Surprise—Novel 
Method to Prevent Walkout. 


Springfield. Mo., Dec. 28—In anticipation 
of the strike of 1.100 telegraphers employed 
on its lines, which in all probability will be 
called tomorrow, the St. Louis and San Fran- 
cisco (Frisco) railroad tonight laid off in- 
definitely 400 telegraphers and began to 
transform its telegraph lines into a telephone 
system of railroad communication. 

This action laid bare the company’s plans 
for resisting the strike, to the amazement 
of the telegraphers, shippers, and raijroad 
circles in general. Removal of all telegraph- 
ic instruments from the company’s offices 
began at noon today and was completed late 
tonight. 

Tt is said this is the first time such a trans. 
position of the use of wires has been made by 
a railroad to avert a strike.

MORE BENEFITS 
FROM NEW X-RAY 


Invention Shown in New 
York Promises to Revolu- 
tionize Its Use. 


TUNGSTEN THE SECRET? 


New York, Dec. 28.—[Special.J—An inven- 
tion that it is predicted will revolutionize the 
use and application of the X-ray was exhib- 
ited for the first time in public on Saturday 
night at a dinner given to William David 
Coolidge of Schenectady by Dr. L. G. Cole of 
this city. 

Men versed in the acience of the X-ray 
who witnessed the demonstration of the in- 
vention said it was the greatest advancement 
in the study of the rays since Roentgen. 

Coolidge has been working in secret on the 
new ray for three years. He has perfected 
only two tubes, one of which he showed on 
Saturday night. 

His method of manufacturing the ray dif- 
fers from the old one and enabies him to se- 
cure such efficiency in control and applica- 
tion that the greatest benefits to therapeutics. 
are expected as soon as the technique of the 
ray is thoroughly understood. 


Operators Can Control Power. 

The Cool.dge ray will not cheapen the 
cost of production any, but it will enable 
X-ray operators to control the power they 
wish to administer absolutely, whereas be- 
fore it was impossible to gauge the amount 
that would be generated or to direct it. 

In the old X-ray tubes the cathode and the 
anode, the terminals, were of different ma- 
terials. Coolidge! has discovererd that bet- 
ter results are had by the use of Tungsten 
throughout, and that ductile tungsten, like- 
wise a recent discovery, is best for the work. 


How Ray Is Generated. 

The anode in the Coolidge tube is of heavy 
tungsten, while the cathode is of light tung- 
sten, like the filament in a tungsten lamp. 
By exhausting all the gases in the tungsten 
the filaments are heated to incandescence 
and the ray is generated. In the new tube 
there is no fluorescence, whereas in the old 
this obstacle was met. 

Streams of charged particles from the 
tungsten anode and cathode, which are 
heated in the vacuum, are driven by a power- 
ful electric current and the ray is formed. 
It is more or less penetrating in proportion 
to the speed with which the particles are 
driven. 

Prof. Scherer of! the department of physics 
at Cornell university praised Coolidge’s in- 
vention highly and said the discoverer was 
the first man to demonstrate that the the- 
oretical ions, the smallest particles of matter 
conceived, could be harnessed and utilized 
for the production of radiant light. 

The value of the new ray in the treatment 
of cancer and similar @iseases is expected to 
be enormous, because of the certeinty with 
which it can be controlled.

Big Ship Goes Ashore in Gulf of Papua 
—American Commissioners of Exposi- 
tion Passengers.

No water was used, shivs have left fe give assistance, 


Thousands of Persons Line Streets 


CHANT HYMNS ON THE MARGH 


and Bow Heads in Grief; Nine 
Victims Yet to Be Buried. 


SHAFT TO BE ERECTED YEAR HENCE 


Calumet, Mich, Dec. 283~—The Western 
Federation of Miners buried its dead today. 
Fifty-nine bodies, including those of forty- 
four children, were carried through the 
streets, down a winding country highway, 
and laid in graves in a snow enshrouded 
cemetery within sight of Lake Superior. 

Thousands of saddened miners formed the 
escort of the funerel parties: and passed be- 
tween other thousands who, as spectatora, 
testified to the grief that has oppressed the 
community since seventy-two mer, women, 
and children were killed in the Christmas 
eve panic in Italian hall. 


Services Early in Day. 
In half a dozen churches services were held 


earlier in the day, and the mourners went 


about the streets, passing from their homes . 


to the churches, back to their homes after 
brief respites, and again to the churches to 
prepare for the last sad trip to the graveside. 

Delegations of strikers began coming inte 
Caiumet early in the day. The special train 
of nine coaches brought hundreds of federa- 
tionists from the iron mines of Negaunee and 
Ishpeming, and every town and mining loca- 
tion in the copper country sent members and 
friends of the union to swell the ranks of the 
marchers in the afternoon. 

By noon the union host was assembled, 
Five months of experience in demonstrating 
their number by parading had taught the 
men to form ranks quickly and with little 
delay they lined up four abreast. 


Supply of Hearses Short, 


The suppiy of hearses was jnadequate and 

there were oniy fourteen of these vehicies ig 
the van. Then came three undertakers’ 
wagons and an automobile truck, the latter 
carrying three coffins. These vehicies con- 
tained the adult victims and the oider chil- 
dren. Beside one marched eight women, who 
acted as paiibearers for a member of the 
women’s auxiliary of the Western bedera- 
tion.

Carry Lead Kiddies to Cemetery, 

Benim ihe hearses was a section of the 
procession which brought tears and sobs 
trom onieokers. Thirty-nine white coffina, 
Lheir size testifying to the snort life of the 
jitule forms within, were carried by relays 
of strikers. Four men bore each coffin, and 
a8 their arms grew weary or their feet stume- 
wied on the siippery roadway companions 
reueved them of their burden, 

Persons drawn to Calumet solely by curlog 
ity became mourners as this contingent 
passed them. Men turned away to brush 
tears from their cheeks. Women, especially 
the mothers in the crowd, sobbed openly, and 
dozens, unable to endure the sight, rushed 
from the streets, taking refuge in homes 
whose Yuletide had not been directly sad- 
dened by death. Others, too, were in évi- 
dence among the toil hardened men who car- 
ried the coffins. They bore the bodies of 
their companions’ children, and many «4 
rough sieeve was brushed hurriedly across 
downturned faces, the eyes of which were 
concealed by peaked caps drawn far forward. 


Fifty Singers Chant Hymns. 

Fifty singers chanted hymns in the wake 
of the children’g~varriers. Most of these 
men were English miners, who had learned 
in Cornwall to chant Christmas carols in the 
streets and yearw ago brought this old cus- 
tom to the copper country. i 

Today, however, they didn’t sing songs of g 
life new born; “ Jesus, Lover of My Soul,” 
“ Rock of Ages,” and “ Nearer, My God, te 
Thee,’ came from throats thick with emo- 
tion, but the harmonies were full and rich, 

As the singers turned into Pine street, 
which leads to the cemetery road, the open 
ranks of marchers wheeled into line. Ish- 
peming and Negaunee men came first, fol- 
lowed by a brass band and the members of

Procession Two Miles Long. 
The last marcher had scarcely started from

_ two large graves received twenty-eight 
bodies. The other six were laid in family 
plots. 


Only Brief Addresses Made. 

Only brief address were delivered in the 
cemetery. Eugene A. McNally, a local attor- 
ney, eulogized the dead in English, and 
George Strezich of St. Louis, Frank Aaltonen 
of Negaunee, and other federation leaders 
¢Gelivered addresses in Austrian, Finnish, and 
Croatian. 

Nine of those who were killed have not yet 
been buried. Four funerals were held yes- 
terday. 

The coroner’s inquest into the circum- 
stances of the tragedy is to convene tomor- 
Tow. 

. Search for the man who shouted the first 
false alarm has thus far been unsuccessful. 


Will Ask Grand Jury Action. 

Hancock, Mich., Dec. 28.—Immediate grand 
gury inquiries into the deportation of Charles 
H. Moyer, president of the Western Federa- 
tion of Miners, will be sought by the federa- 
tion. 

O. N. Hilton of Denver, chief of counsel for 
the organization, arrived today and at once 
Went into consultation with the local leaders 
who have been gathering evidence as to the 
identity of the men who escorted the feder- 
ation executive to a Chicago bound train 
Friday night. 


-Mr. Hilton said he came here at the request -

Praise Deporters of Moyer. 

The action of the men who deported Moyer 
{was indorsed by employés of the Copper 
Range Consolidated mines today. Meetings 
ef these men were held at Tri-Mountain, 
Baltic, and Painesdale to adopt resolutions 
of sympathy with families bereaved by the 
Calumet disaster of Christmas eve. 

in addition to this, the meetings condemned 
the refusal of federation men to accept relief 
offered by the citizens’ committee. 

Additional paragraphs of the resolutions 
deciared: the men opposed to the reémploy- 
ment of strikers unless the latter renounced 
their membership in the union. 


No Light on Moyer Ousting. 

Big Rapids, Mich., Dec. 28.—Gov. Ferris 
today received a long telegram from Sheriff 
Cruse at Calumet. According to that official, 
his investigations so far have failed to show 
General Manager MacNaughton had any 
part in the deportation from Calumet of 
President Moyer. 


MARTINE DEMANDS IN QUIRY. 
Washington, D. C., Dec. 28.—A Special in- 
vestigation by the department of justice of 
conditions in the copper mine strike area in 
Michigan was called for in a letter which 
Senator Martine of New Jersey wrote today 
to Attorney General McReynolds. Senator 
Martine in his letter lays especial emphasis 
on the reports that Charles H. Moyer “‘ was 
forcibly abducted and that the abduction 
was instigated and paid for by the mine 
owners or their representatives.”’ 
Senator Martine has been inquiring into 
the charges of lawlessness in that region 
and has conferred with Senator Kern and 
other members of the senate and house. 


HUNDREDS SLEEP OUTDOORS. 


Municipal Lodging House, Annex, and 
Police Stations Jammed witn 
Out of Works. 


With the last available space of the mu- 
nicipal lodging house and annex filled last 
night to overflowing, a line of 150 men 
marched to the Desplaines street police sta- 
tion and begged for a place to sleep. They 
were stowed away, five in each narrow cell, 
Until the station was filled. Then the oth- 
ers were directed to the Maxwell street sta- 
tion. Long before midnight that, too, was 
full of men who cannot find work. The 
police say there were several hundred more 
in the vicinity who had to sleep in areaways 
avd hallways.

Affidavit Read at Chicago 
Meeting Blames. Strike 
Foes for 72 Deaths. 


DEPUTIES ARE ACCUSED. 


Blocked Rescue Efforts at Calu- 
met, and One Wrung Girl’s 
Neck, It Is Alleged. 


The panic in Italian hal! in Calumet, Mich.. 
where seventy-two. persons, most of them 
children, were killed on Christmas eve, was 
not an accident but a carefully devised plot, 
according to an affidavit printed in the Fin- 
nish paper of Hancock, Mich., the Tyomies, 
and read yesterday at a massmeeting of the 
Chicago Federation of Labor in Musicians’ 
hall. 

Before the affidavit was read it was an- 
nounced by Charles H.’ Tanner that Charles 
H. Moyer, president of the Western Federa- 
tion of Miners, who was shot, beaten, and 
deported from Calumet, was not seriously 
wounded. Physicians probably will perform 
an operation today and probe for the builet. 
Meantime a blood test is being made every 
hour to detect possible blood poison. 

Affidavit Charges Plot. 

A short, thick set man in a lumber jacket 
handed the affidavit to President Fitzpat- 
rick It was read by 8S. P. Straube. The 
man in the lumber jacket disappeared after 
the meetifig. 

The affidavit had been made by investiga- 
tors, who had talked to survivors of the 
panic, according to the document read, and 
charged that a largely built man, well clothed 
and with a sealskin hat pulled down over 
lils eyes, was the man who rushed into the 
hall and cried “fire.””. The description of 
what followed included these allegations: 

Something was dropped or pushed in 
the way of those scrambling to get out. 

Two men started to pull several of the 
children out of the pile of struggling 
and crushed humanity at the foot of the 
stairs. Deputy sheriffs drove away the 
rescuers. The deputies made no effort 
to do any rescue work themselves, but 
stcod by and watched the terrible pile 
ircrease. 

The pile was so thick that one man died 
standing up. The man next to him had 
his face burned by the dead man’s light- 
ed cigar. Many of the dead were not 
trampled but simply suffocated. 

The deputies allowed women and chil- 
dren to join the ever increasing pile, and 
clubbed a man who tried to cry out that 
there was no fire. 

A group of deputies and those in charge 
of the situation in Calumet stood on the 
sidewalk and laughed and waved their 
hands. 

A deputy in the hall caught a little girl 
5 or 6 years old and killed her by twist- 
ing her neck. 


Editors of Paper Arrested. 

The managing editor and twelve others of 
the newspaper staff were arrested and held 
without bonds, according to the document, 
and warrants were sworn out for everybody 
else connected with the paper. 


The affidavit was in line with stories told | 
by officials of the Western Federation of | 
Miners who spoke at the meeting. One of) 
them—Yanco Terzich of the executive board 


—told of the conditions the miners had to 
put up with. He cited long hours, the un- 
ventilated mines where the copper fumes eat 
out their entrails more effectively than any 
acid; the low wages; the tyrannical condi- 


tions in the Calumet and Hecla mining dis-— 


trict, where “every inch of ground, the 
schools, the churches, the ministers, the 
stores are owned by the mine owners.” 


He described the coming df the militia sent 
by Gov. Ferris, ‘‘ the workingman’s friend " 


—sent without investigation of conditions; 
the thugs,and criminals who were recruited 
into it; the shooting of men and women, the 
riding down of children under the hoofs of 
the cavalry, and the final “‘ coup” in the 
Italian hall panic. 


Congress Asked to Act. 

A resolution was drawn up and unanimous- 
ly adopted reciting that “‘ the assembled citi-| 
zens of the United States appeal, as a last. 
resort, to the congress of the United States to 
investigate conditions in the copper country 
of Michigan to the end that the people of this’ 
country may know the truth and thatall citi- 
zens may be protefted in their rights guaran- 
teed by the constitution.” 

President Fitzpatrick ordered every one in 
the room to arise and bow his head for a mo- 
ment in memory of “‘what happened in Calu- 
met,” and a collection was taken up for the

PRAISES YANKEES 


‘Canon Hannay, Author of 


“General John Regan,” 
Writes of Experiences. 


NO HURRY IN NEW YORK. 


Clergyman Says American Real- 
izes He Is Superior to 
the Clock. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE, ] 

LONDON, Dec. 29, 3 a. m.—Canon Hannay, 
the Irish clergyman-playwright, who was 
in the United States recently for the pro- 
duction of his comedy, ‘‘ General John 
Regan,” has an article in the Daily Mail 
this. morning, in which he good-naturedly un- 
masks the fiction that New York is a city 
of rush and hustle. 

Canon Hannay says he went to New York 
in the expectation of finding a rush com- 
pared with which the hurry of Londoners 
would be a dignified calm, but that he found 
only a ‘city of spacious léisure.”’ 
| Talking of the New York restaurants, he 
| says that “ only peoiple with lots of leisure 
wouid eat in such a fashion.”’ 


Business Men Hospitable. 

The American business man instead of, as 
in England, expecting his visitors to leave 
his office when the business which has taken 
them there is transacted, “shows you around 
the premises,’ the canon says, “takes you 
somewhere to lunch, and presses you to stay 
and explain the Irish question.” 

He ascribes this to the fact that the Amer- 
ican is much more hospitable and social 
than the Englishman. The clergyman adds 
that this may be ascribed also to the Amer- 
ican’s contempt for time. 

“The only person who ever hustles in New 
York,’ he goes on, ‘is the stranger who 
has not adapted himself to American ways. 
Americans are habitually and quite cheer- 
fully late for everything and are never fussed 
by this. 


American Philosophy of Life. 

“They are susiained in that attitude by 
the conviction that their days are passed at 
high pressure. This is part of the American 
philosophy of life. The American realizes 
that man is-superior to the clock. 

“This is a piece of the greatness of the 
American nation. The American has as- 
serted himself against the clock and has 
mastered the vile thing. He now goes 
through the world a free man, unhustied by 
the great impostor, time.” 

Cannon Hannay states this explains why 
the Irish get on so wellin New York, because 
their view of time is the same as that of the 
American.

Effort Will Be Made to Continue Ad- 
vance Upon Capital.

Chihuahua, Mexico, Dec. 28.—‘‘ Nothing ex- 
cept the fall of Huerta and his banishment 
from the country will be considered as a 
preliminary toward peace in Mexico,’ Gen. 
Francisco Villa said today. ‘Any over- 
tures for a compromise would be treated 
with contempt by the revolutionists.” 

Gen. Villa was prompted to discuss the 
subject because of the repetition of a re- 
port from Mexico City that Gen. Huerta 
might resign in favor of a member of his 
cabinet. As the report also stated that 
Gen. Huerta was thinking of taking the field 
against the rebels, it was not considered in 
aly way as a possible peace move. The 
subject of peace, however, came up in Gen. 
Villa’s counsels and the rebel leader was 
moved to outline the rebels’ views in case 
future events brought them to considera- 
tion. 


Terms Demanded by Rebels. 

In substance the terms demanded by the 
rebels are: 

The elimination of Gen. Huerta and his 
supporters. 

The complete surrender to the constitu- 
tionalist cause of politicians now opposing it. 

The restoration of the constitution. 

The selection of a provisional president 
acceptable to the constitutionalists and pro- 
visions for a popular election. 

Guarantee of a change in the land laws 80 
that deeds to land would be more generally 
distributed. 

Ratification of confiscation by the rebels of 
the vast Terrazas, Creel, and other estates, 
valued at many millions of dollars. 

Nullification of all acts of the Huerta ré- 
gime. 

Will Keep Up Fighting. 

Opinions of Gen. Villa’s advisers were that 
Gen. Huerta will not resign and that the 
rebels must adhere to their original plan of 
fighting their way to Mexico City. 

** Our cause has progressed to such a point 
that we would treat any suggestions of a 
compromise with contempt,” said Gen. Villa. 


MEN WHO DUEL IN HUNGARY 
HELD INELIGIBLE TO ENTER U. S. 


Board of Inquiry at Ellis Island Ke- 
jects Budapest Banker for Combat, 
a Felony in Immigrant’s Country. 


New York, Dec. 28.—Engaging in a duel 
in Hungary makes a citizen of that country 
ineligible for admission to the United States. 
according to the decision of a federal board 
of special inquiry at Ellis island today in 
the case of Emil Zerkowitz, a passenger on 
the steamer Campania. 

A quarrel by mail between Zerkowitz, who 
ts a banker of Budapest, and a man named 
Julius Piernitzer resulted, according to testi- 
mony before the board, ina combat at Buda- 
pest, wnere the men are alleged to have 
satisfied their honor by firing a shot apiece 
at each other. Neither was struck. 

The board ordered Zerkowitz's deportation, 
holding that duelling in his country is 6 
felony.

and punish the multitude of innocent and 
law abiding publishers in an effort to block 
the operations of a few blacklegs and s-ala- 
wags who disgrace the journalistic profes- 
sion.”’ 

As a matter of fact, the honest newspaper 


has nothing to fear by publishing the names 


of its owners, directors, etc., and those of 
its bondholders, mortgagees, and security 
holders. 

Moreover, the legislation originated by the 
house did not contemplate any novel doc- 
trine. No question ever has been made of 
the right of congress to prescribe as a con- 
dition of “‘admitting’’ a newspaper ts the 
second class mail privileges that it shall file 
sworn statements telling (1) who are its 
editors and proprietors, (2) what interest, if 
any, they have in any business advertised 
therein, (3) whether the advertising columns 
are open to all (including competitors), (4) 
the number of copies printed, etc. 


Senate Strengthens Statute. 


So the senate, holding if congress has all 
the above power, it surely may increase its 
requirements, looked with favor upon the 
purpose of the house provision. This pro- 
vision was recast because regarded as im- 
practicable of administration, and a sub- 
stitute offered. To repeat in detail, the house 
paragraph made it unlawful to send as sec- 
ond class mail any newspapers through the 
mails unless such newspapers— 

(1). Published weekly the names of the 
editors, business managers, and owners, and 
those of bond and stockholders; and, 

(2) Marked as ‘‘advertisement”’ any article 
for which any consideration was received or 
promised; and signed the name of the person 
in whose interest it was published. 

A fine of from $100 to $1,000 was imposed 
for sending through the mails anything in 
violation of those provisions, though peri- 
odical publications published by or under 
the auspices of fraternal or benevolent so- 
cieties or orders or trades unions were 
exempted from compliance with the pro- 
posed law. 


Provisions Finally Passed. 


The senate committee on postoffices and 
post roads, while reporting a substitute, 
deciared that with the purpose of the leg- 
islation it was ‘“‘in hearty accord, as also, 
we believe, are a vast majority of the news- 
paper and periodical publishers of the coun- 
try.” As the bill finally passed the sen- 
ate, the provision under discussion required: 

1. Semi-annual publication of the names 
of editors, business managers, and owners, 
and those of ‘‘ known” bondholders, mort- 
fagees or security holders, Failure to com- 
ply with this provision subjected the offender 
to the penalty of exclusion from the mails. 

2. All reading matter for which compen- 
sation was received to be marked “ adver- 
tisement,’’ under penalty of from $50 to $500. 


Circulation Clause Inserted. 

The conference committee went a step 
further and inserted the provision requir- 
ing a statement as to circulation. The 
agreement of the conference committee was 
accepted without spoken criticism in either 
house. 

This, in brief, is the legislative history of 
the law. It met with the practically unani- 
Mvus approval of both houses. It was not 
inspired by partisanship, but by a real de- 
sire to remove an evil and compel better serv- 
ice of the public by semi-public institu- 
tions. Democrats and Republicans worked 
together in perfecting this needed reform. 
They avoided imposing any hardship, but 
sought to require! that fundamental princi- 
ple which is essential in the dealings of men 
—common honesty.

with propriety .be added to the list of local 
government agencies, for it is continually 
interfering in an arbitrary manner in mat- 
ters of local administration. For example, 
the legislature, within recent years, has 
raised out of all proportion to the duties 
performed the salaries of certain county 
officials, notably. the clerks of. the courts, 
The county has no choice but to pay the ex- 
cessive amounts fixed by the statute. 

“The new public utilities commission, to 
come into existence on Jan. 1, 1914, while a 
body of statewide jurisdiction will be called 
upon to deal in an intimate way with prob- 
lems of local concern heretofore considered 


the long ballot, results in confusing com- 


peculiarly within the province of local au- 
thorities. 

“In a sense, therefore, the new public 
utilities commission, though it is not a tax- 
ing body, is one more governmental agency 
added to the large number already existing. 


Enormous Waste Alleged. 


Commenting upon the situation in general, 
the bureau says: 

“The large number of local governments 
in Chicago, with their very large number of 
elective officials, independent of one an- 
other, operate to produce not only inefficient 
public service but an enormous waste of 
public revenues. 

“The present multiplicity of governing 
bodies, with lack of centralized control and 


plexity and makes gross inefficiency and 
waste on a large scale inévitable. 

**In a report on the park governments of 
Chicago issued by the Chicago bureau of 
public efficiency in December, 1911, figures 
were presented to show that the consolidation 
of the park governments with the city would 
not only effect’a money saving of $500,000 a 
year but would result in increased efficiency 
in the administration of park affairs. 

“The money saving from the unification 
of all, or nearty all, of the local governments 
in Chicago would be many times greater, 
The increase in efficiency from unification 
and reduction in the number of elective offi- 
cials would be enormous.” 


Should End Township Government. 


Dealing with specific divisions of the over- 
government the report asserts the township 
governments should be abolished. 

‘* Their existence,’’ the bureau said, “* costs 
the taxpayers several thousand dollars @ 
year in useless administrative expense in con- 
nection with tax collections. It is obvious 
that township government within the city 
should be entirely abolished.”’ 

Regarding the city the expertsassert: 

“The chart on comparative expenditures 
of the various local governing bodies shows 
the city spends more money each year than 
do all the others combined.”’ 

After referring to the various elective offi- 
cials the report goes on: 

“‘It is, of course, an absurdity that the 
bailiff and clerk of the Municipal court, the 
city clerk, and the city treasurer should be 
chosen by direct vote of the people. The

“The city dbvetninent. acting through its 
special park Commission, maintains a large 
number of small park areas and playgrounds, 
nearly all of (which are located within the 
territory under the jurisdiction of the park 
boards. Thus, in many cases there are two 
sets of governmental agencies performing 
the same kind of service within very narrow 
territorial mits. The waste is apparent. 

“It will be noted that the very valuable 
property situated in the downtown business 
section of the city les entirely within the 
south park district. All of the park taxes 
levied against this property are subject to 
the contro of the south park commissioners. 

“The greatest density of population and 
hence the greatest need for park facilities 
are found within the territory of the west 
park district,; where property values are 
much lower. |The inevitable result of this 
Situation is an tnequitable division of park

Excluding state and national officials the 
bureau says there are 236 local elective offi- 
cials. Taking the viewpoint of a particular 
voter living in one spot for nine years, the 
bureau opines that he will vote for ‘‘ 144 dif- 
ferent elective positions ’’ and a list of them 
has been compiled. In certain parts of the 
city a voter would be called upon to vote for 
153 officials in the nine years. The difference 
comes from the small park areas. 

** During a period of six years each woman 
elector in Chicago may vote for seventy dif- 
ferent elective officials,’’ reads the report. 

At the fall election last year there were 
fifty-seven officials to be voted for by the 
electorate of Chicago, excluding the presi- 
dential electors, but counting the president 
and vice president.

Cathedral Among Poor.

DECLARES BISHOP 


Charles D. Williams Tells 
Sunday Evening Club Cause 
Of Girls’ Perdition. 


‘MORE RESPECT NEEDED. 


Servants Cannot Be Treated as 
Machines, He Says to II- 
lustrate. 


“Why is there a stream of girls and womer 
going down to perdition?’ was the ques- 
tion asked by Bishop Charles D. Williams of 
Detroit, Mich., who spoke last evening in 
Orchestra hall at the Sunday Evening club. 

“It is not economic pressure making self- 
support difficult,"’-he said, “nor the in- 
creasing feeble mindedness of the age, nor 
the pace of high society {mpelling imitation 
nor the desire for ease, although all of these 
conditions are as represented, but the cause 
ig deeper—a lack of respect for the person- 
ality of women. 

“This Hes at the root of much of the 
trouble in domestic service—a lack of respect 
for personality. A woman cannot treat a 
servant ag though she were a fireless cooker 
or a vacuun? cleaner. 

“The man [n the store sells goods, but the 
woman is asked to sell herself.’’ 


Soul Value Above Price. 

Bishop Williams spoke from the text: 
‘* What shall it profit a man if he gain the 
whole world and lose his own soul?" Heem- 
phasized the! thought that there is no ma- 
terial value that can be placed in contrast 

with the worth of a man's or a woman's in- 
dividuality, their potential highest possible 
self, which he defined as the meaning of 
** soul.’ 

“There is no measure by which we can 
determine the value of love,’ he said. 
‘‘ When you tell your baby that she is worth 
her weight in gold you simply mean that her 
value is beyond human conmiputation. No 
value can be |put on a wife’s chastity or ona 
child’g innocence, but when the exploiting 
of th chastity or innocence of others be- 
comes a source of gain, men forget that. 

‘“‘ Never use a person as an end, but as a, 
means to an’ end, never as a tool or an in- 
strument. Respect their personality. 


Human Life Held Cheap. 

“There is no place in the industrial world 
except in China where human life is as cheap 
as it is in the United States. Every three 
minutes a human life is snuffed out, and yet 
we are told that 70 per cent of the lives need 
not be lost if machinery were properly pro- 
tected. 

“We hold ourselves too cheap. Under the 
guise, of religion a groveling humility has 
been too often taught. To stand in the pres- 
ence of Christ will take away our self-concelit, 
but it will strengthen our self-respect."’ 

Bishop Williams ridiculed the conception 
of the soul ag meaning a germ or entity that 
must be saved. and also the idea that the 
province of the church is to produce a fin- 
ished character. 

“The church,” he said, “ has been too often 
considered a warehouse where souls are kept 
on shelves to dry for heaven. A character is 
never finished. God has an ideal for every 
individual, and it is reaching after this pos- 
sible self that keeps man ever growing.”’

The 
committee recently appointed by that organ- 
lzation to take up this matter, issued a call 
Saturday for a list of jurors called in cases 
tried by members during the past year. 

It is expected in‘this way to get to the bot- 
tom of the allegation that ‘‘ jurors in our 
courts are picked and selected men and that 


as a result justice is not —— fairly admin- 
istered.”’ 


Request All Jury Lists, 

The following is the request made by the 
committee for the jury lists: 

* Kindly mail a list of jurors called in your 
cases during the past year and a half to the 
undersigned. The list should be accurate 
and include the name, address, and occupa- 
tion of the juror, the number and tithe of the 
case and the judge before whom it was tried, 
and should include the rejected as well as 
the accepted jurors: also keep a correct list 
of all jurors submitted to you in cases in the 
future,with their names, addresses and occu- 
pations. The object of this inquiry is to pre- 
vent the practice of giving lawyers and liti- 
gants juries of picked men.” 


Nonresidents Included. 

John H. Lally, chairman of this commit- 
tee, said: 

“Lawyers charge that eight out of twelve 
men offered as jurors do not reside in Chi- 
cago or that more than 50 per cent of the 
men offered are employers. I contend that 
with such jurors it is impossible to have a 
fair trial of such cases as personal injury 
cases. 

“The law provides the jury commission- 
ers shall prepare a list from the electors. 
The practice, is, I understand, to pick them 
out of the city directory, according to occu- 
pations. 

‘We propose to make up a list of jurors 
called during the last year and show the 
occupation of each. I am confident the 
result will show the present method prevents 
a fair trial against large corporations and 
employers.’

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A COURT FOR BOYS. 

A student of criminality among boys re- 
marks that in most cases sentence upon 
youthful offenders might well be passed by 
a physician and not by a judge. This view 
is, perhaps, in advance of the times, and 

‘ probably was uttered more as a wish than 
as a practical suggestion to be acted upon. 

There is every element of practicability, 
however, about the advocacy of a court for 
boys between the ages of 17 and 21 by Judge 
John R. Newcomer. Boys awaiting trial 
on criminal charges at present, it seems, are 
held in the county jail for months before 

‘ their case comes up. 

Now, the county jail is no place fora boy. 
If the boy is guilty the court will send him 
to an institution where he will be reformed. 
He might as well goto that institution, then, 
without coming in touch with adult crim- 
inals in the county jail. If the boy be 
found innocent, then confinement in the 
county jail is a still greater injustice to him; 
in fact, it is a positive injury. A court 
where boys may be given a speedy hearing 
and their cases disposed of without drag- 
ging the offending youths through jails is 
a genuine need in this community. 


AN “ ADEQUATE” NAVY. 

President Wilson, as occasion requires, 
indicates to the members of his party in con- 
gress that he regards the Baltimore platform 
a responsible authoritative document, a con- 
tract or covenant and not a bit of fiction. 

Therefore it is a creditable report that he 
has given the Democratic congressmen to 
understand that he will not view with indif- 
ference the skimping of the navy estimates 
to fill the pork barrel. 

The Baltimore platform declared for “ an 
adequate” navy, a term used with a states- 
manlike looseness and probably later to be 
interpreted to mean anything from a Jeffer- 
sonian flotilla of river boats to an efficient 
fleet of battleships. — 

Ig all rational American opinion an ade- 
quate navy cannot be provided by other than 
the authorization, from year to year, for a 
period not yet limited, of two modern first 
line ships with such other vessels as are 
needed for the balanced and proportioned 
development of the naval! machine. 

President Wilson subscribes to this view. 
It is presented by Secretary Daniels of the 
navy department, a bit hesitatingly, it would 
seem, as if the secretary were convinced him- 
self but wished to disarm hostile Democrats 
by his lack of enthusiasm. 

The president, who believes that a plat- 
form is a pledge and that “ adequate ” cannot 
have a small meaning in relation to the 
American navy, is likely to strengthen the 
party program in this respect as he has in 
others...’ 


' PARCEL POST HONORS. 

In recent expressions of gratification over 
the success of the parcel post there has been 
an unfortunate absence of reference to the 
men who were really the notable champions 
of this admirable extension of postal effi- 
ciency. We have heard much of Representa- 
tive Lewis, who was so fortunate as to intro- 
duce the parcel post bill which became law. 
But Mr. Lewis was the man who introduced 
the bill to buy out the express companies, a 
measure in reality obstructive or dilatory 
even if not so intended. 

‘Meanwhile Representative Bennett's 
name is not mentioned, although he was per- 
baps the best informed and most effective 
friend the parcel post had in congress. 

And who has said anything about former 
Postmaster General George von L. Meyer, 
who was the official who really set on foot 
the movement which finally won? Other 
postmaster generals had indorsed the parcel 
post. Meyer took it up with a will. 

Another leader in private life who ought 
to be given credit of the first rating when 
credit is being distributed is John M. Stahl 
of Chicago, legislative agent of the Farm- 
ers’ National congress, who has been called 
“the father of rural freedelivery.” The ex- 
ecutives of the Postal Progress league kept 
up effective agitation and the farmers’ organ- 
izations were the backbone of the movement. 
But the officials who stand out among the 
leaders are George von Lengerke Meyer, 
postmaster general in the Roosevelt cabinet, 
and former Representative William 8S. Ben- 
mett of New York. |

The most intelligent and conscientious of 
voters cannot vote effectively in his own or 
the public’s interest while he is required to 
select from among hundreds of unknown 
names. 

Our system is oligarchy, not democracy or 
republicanism, and it is inefficient and cor- 
rupt oligarchy at that. It cannot be other- 
wise, and there is but one way to regain free- 
dom. We must unify and simplify our gov- 
ernment and political mechanism so that we 
can run it. There is nothing in perpetually 
scolding political bosses and demanding that 
they become saints. While we accept a sys- 
tem which is so complex that only profes- 
sionals can or will run it, we must expect 
they will run it primarily for themselves. If 
we want a government run for us, we must 
have one that we can run ourselves.

HOUSES AND HOUSING. 


OUSES are one thing; housing is 

another. Houses. may be all 

right; the housing may be poor. 

The housing ise what counts; the 

house is of secondary importance. 

Improving the houses may make the 

housing worse. In fact, it usually does. 

With us it certainly will. Why? Because 

we have our minds set on houses. It ig 

the common experience that, even when a 

housing situation is tinkered with just 

enough to improve the houses, the housing 
is made worse, 

It is a basic law that rent cannot take 
more than 25 per cent of the family income. 
Generally, it takes less. If the family is 
one of low standards, it will not allow the 
proportion to get to 20 per cent, or anywhere 
near it. 

If the rent goes up, the family meves to 
a cheaper place, or it takes lodgers, or the 
women and ¢hildren go to work—which 
means that, when the rent goes up, the 
housing goes down. To improve the houses 
puts the rent up; therefore it puts the hous- 
ing down. There are too many experiences 
demonstrating the working of this rule to 
leave it in doubt, , 

When we require larger rooms, more win- 
dows, more of the lot unoccupied, better con- 
struction, better plumbing, we increase the 
rent. When we do, many of the people who 
formerly occupied houses in that neighbor- 
hood must move into basements or into alley 
houses. Others will pay the greater rent, 
but they will crowd in lodgers to make the 
extra money. 


= 

There must be better housing, Health 
demands it. Business demands it, Labor 
demands it. The life of the nation demands 
it. To have better housing, we must have 
better houses. é 

Is there any way to get them without 
raising the rents? When you tackle that 
question, you quit thinking. 

Several remedies have been proposed, 
One is for the government to buy up the 
bad housing districts, tear out the old houses, 
build new ones and rent those to the people. 
This plan is ,based on the idea that, if 
all the land Were used to the best advan- 
tage and all middlemen were eliminated, 
the government could furnish a working- 
‘man a good house for the rent he now pays 
for a poor one, 

Another is excess condemnations, By 
this is meant that the government would 
buy up all the bad housing, tear it out, re- 
build, improve, and sell back enough ‘of 
the beautified, adorned and homogeneously 
developed land'to pay for the improvements. 

Another is tax on unearned increment-aad 
the use of the funds for rebuilding poor dis- 
tricts. The plan is for the government to 


get. a certain part of the increase in value 
| of privately owned land and to use the funds 
| so collected as a land fund. . This land fund 
is to purchase poor houses, rebuild them, 
and rent them to workingmen or sell to them 
on easy terms. 
~~ 

Another is the single tax, or a modification 
of it. Under this plan, taxes are to be 
taken from personal property and from im- 
provements on land, This will greatly in- 
crease the taxes on land. On unimproved 
property the taxes will be greatly increased. 
On impreved real estate the tax increase 
will not equal the reduction because of the 
release of the improvements from taxation. 
The housing property paying less taxes,.the 
rent will be lowered, or a good house will 
rent for what a poor one now rents for. 

There are several cures. Tinkering is 
not one of them. But even tinkering is 
better than doing nothing. Vis inertia is 
the hardest of forces to overcome in a de- 
mocracy.

EXERCISING AND COLDS. 
8S. C. writes: “‘ You may be interested at 
this season of the year in a concrete illus- 
tration of the gospel that fresh air and exer- 
cise will cure a tendency to catch cold, while 
the use of patent medicines is dangerous. I 


have a boy, now 12 years old. Though he |. 


looked vigorous and active, and during the 
summer was the picture of health, from 
babyhood he never passed a winter without 
catching several bad colds which settled on 
his lungs and lasted for many weeks. Along 
toward Christmas time every year we noticed 
that he began to get heavy and logy. His 
face looked puffed and he was dull. When 
we saw this condition coming on we could 
almost be sure that in a few weeks he would 
get a bad cold, which would hang on for 
the rest of the winter. It did not occur to 
me that a child going to school and always 
fond of play would not get enough exercise; 
but I inquired how my boy spent his recesses 
at school when the weather was zero and 
snow was on the ground. I found he was 
usually down in the basement with the other 
boys, standing around and talking to the 
girls. My conclusion was that in bad weather 
in the winter school children do not get proper 
exercise, and that is largely the reason why 
they catch cold. I asked my boy to join me 
for ten or twelve minutes in exercises in the 
morning before we dressed, and of course 
he was delighted to do anything his father 
did. At the same time we placed a cot bed 
on the porch, and he slept out of doors all 
winter, even at 15 degrees below zero. He 
never complained of being cold, and never 
kicked off the covers, except when our 
caution covered him up so he was too hot. 
When Christmas time approached he showed 
none of the old signs of puffiness in the face, 
and actually went through the winter with- 
out catching any serious cold. Three win- 
ters have now passed with the same results. 
It is now four years that I myself have been 
taking the same exercises, even when I am 
in a Pullman sleeping car, and they mean 
so much to me that I should no more think 
of missing them than of going without my 
dinner. My working capacity has been in- 
creased at least one-third; but if the exer- 
cises are omitted it goes down again at once. 
As they are taken entirely without appara- 
tus, they are possible at any time and eny- 
where. The special points about them are as 
follows: Each movement is followed by a 
moment be rest, as in case of the heart beats. 
This prevents weariness, since there is no 
continued strain. The speed is about that of 
normal breathing, and a full (not a very 
deep) breath is taken in during the period of 
relaxation, and let out during the movement. 
This seems to help to get the body into a 
rhythmic action, which goes far toward re- 
laxing the nerves, something that I velieve 
is extremely necessary in our modern arti- 
ficial life. A beginner on the exercises ought 
not to take more than six movements of 
each, gradually increasing to not over fif- 
teen. The entire series of sixteen, with ap- 
proximately 225 movements, can be taken 
easily without hurry in twelve minutes when 
one is developed up to it. The harder ones 
are limited to twelve each. These exercise 
the trunk far more than any other exercises 
that I know; nearly all of them exercise the 
trunk more or less. In case it is difficult to 
sit up, the toes may be caught under a trunk 
strap fastened around the couch, or under the 
edge of a buréau if one lies on the floor. 
Raising the feet and giving them a little 
throw forward will make sitting up froma 
prone position easy for most persons.”’

LA MARQUISE DE FONTENOY. 


ERY serious doubts always have ex- 
isted as to the identity of the murderer 
of King George of Greece, who was 
slain at Saloniki while strolling 
through the streets less than a year 
ago. A widespread impression exists, at any 
rate in Greece and in the scdutheast of Eu- 
rope, that the Greek, Skinas, who was arrest- 
ed for the crime, was entirely innocent and a 
mere harmiess lunatic. Fortunately he com- 
mitted suicide before being placed on trial, 
so that the Greek authorities have been 
spared the danger of having to reproacb 
themselves with having put an innocem man 
to death. 

It would not be worth while raking up the 
} matter in these letters at this date were it 
not that notices have just been given of ques- 
tions that are about to be put concerning the 
affair in the national legislatures at Athens 
and at Sofia. 

According to some stories, King George was 
slain by a fanatical Bulgarian, crazed with 
anger by the discovery that the Greek army 
under King George had reached Saloniki and 
taken possession of the city before the ar- 
rival upon the scene of the advancing Bul- 
garian forces. The Greek press does not hes- 
itate to discuss this story as if it gave full 
credence to it. That is why the question is 
about to be brought before the sobranje at 
Sofia and before the boulos at Athens. 


~o 

Another story which is being discussed in 
Greece with equal vigor is to the effect that 
King George was assassinated by a tall 
Greek, well dressed, in clothes of foreign 
make and who vanished into the crowd as 
soon as he had seen his royal victim sink to 
the ground. Some of the deputies at Athens 
havé taken the matter up and have for several 
months been devoting a good deal of their 
time and money to a searching investigation 
of the affair. They promise strange revela- 
tions when thé subject comes up for debate. 

It must be remembered that King George 

was not a popular monarch while he lived, 
and that the eulogies lavished upon him since 
his assassination were withheld while he 
| was on the throne. The pan-Hellenists 
always were furious with him for having 
exercised a restraining influence upon their 
territorial aspirations. | 

Then there were officers of the Greek army 
who had been mate to feel the weight of, 
King George's displeasure, owing to their in- 
subordination and the réle which they had 
played in organizing that military pronun- 
ciamento four years ago which forced him 
to temporarily deprive his elder sons of their 
commissions and to banish them. 

Life is held cheap in the southeast of Bu- 
rope. It ig therefore quite possible that the 
ill fated monarch may have been slain not 
by that probably harmless crank Skinas but 
| by either sorne Bulgarian fanatical patriot 
or by some Greek officer infuriated by some 


fancied wrong.

A good-deal of curiosity having been ex- 
pressed on this side of the Atlantic concern- 
ing Sir Lionel Phillips, who was shot down’ 
the other day in the streets of Johannesburg, 
it may be as' well to state that he is one of 
those South African m mag- 
| mates who, having accumulated an enormous

fortune in diamond and gold mining, re- 
turned to England to spend his wealth and 
the remainder of his days there, but who, 
finding existence in the mother country a 
disappointment, has shaken the dust of Eng- 
land off his feet and has gone back to South 
Africa to make his home henceforth under 
more congenial surroundings. 

Like Sir John B. Robinson, he discovered 
that the possession of millions did not open 
the doors of precisely those houses in Eng- 
land where he was anxious to be received; 
that it excited the hostility of the very people 
whom he particularly wished to propitiate: 
that it made him an object of prey and of 
persecution on the part of every unprincipled 
adventurer of high and low degree, and a 
butt of satire and of ridicule to society. 

Welcomed at court during the reign of 
Edward VII., he ceased to find himself per- 
sona grata under the régime of George V., 
and the government of the day, having ob- 
tained all the money which it could extort 
from him for its party campaign fund in re- 
turn for the baronetcy bestowed upon him, 
had no further use for him. 


so 

Sir Lionel Phillips, who had a beautiful 
country seat at Tylney hall, near Winchfield, 
Hampshire, crowded from cellar to garret 
with the art treasures which he had pur- 
chased after his arrival in England, sold the 
estate in 1912 at a sacrifice and dispersed his 
collections, one of the paintings, Gainsbor- 
ough’s ‘' The Market Cart,” bringing a sum 
of more than $100,000. He left England for 
good and all. This was last year. About 
eight months later, that is to say, last sum- 
mer, Sir John Robinson followed suit. 

Both men are self-made and were formerly 
associated in business. Thus, Sir Lionel, 
slender and below middie height, went out to 
Africa forty years ago at the age of 20, 
drifted up to Kimberley, and, after some 
years spent with varying success ag a dia- 
mond digger, became—thanks to his talent 
for organization—manager of the mines of 
J, B. Robinson & Co. Then he was offered 
the managing directonehip of the Griquaiand 
West Diamond company, and towards the 
nineties joind the forces of Cecil Rhodes and 
took a leading part in the formation of the 
great De Beers group.

As president of the chamber of mines at 
Johannesburg, he led the fight against Preg- 
ident Kruger and the Boer government when 
they attempted to victimize the mining com- 
panies by extortionate imposts and royalties, 
and on his becoming convinced that the 
Boers had in view the confiscation of the 
ca? he helped to organize the Jameson 

On ite failure he was arrested by the Boer 
government and sentenced ta death, along 
with John Hays Hammond, now of Washing- 
ton, D. C.; Sir George Farrer, and Col. Frank 
Rhodes, the soldier brother of Cecil Rhodes. 
Ultimately President Kruger commuted 
those capital sentences to fines of $125,000 
apiece and banishment from the Transvaal. 

At the outbreak of the Boer war, Sir Lionel 
returned to South Africa and raised, 
equipped, and maintained at his own expense 
a large force of irregular cavalry, known as 
the Imperial Light Horse, which did valu- 
a@bie service during the casnpaignu.

RIGHTS OF BONDHOLDERS. 

Chicago, Dec. 12.—[To the Legal Friend 
of the People.]—There are numerous bond 
firms in Chicago issuing investment bonds 
secured by large buildings. These bonds 
usually provide that they may be redeemed 
at 103 after three years, which seems to 
provide that the owner must not sell the 
property for three years and then must re- 
deem the bonds at an advance if he should 
sell after three years. Therefore, is it 
right for the bond house to allow the prop- 
erty to be sold soon after all bonds are 
sold without any consultation with the bond- 
holders or change in bonds? 

The owner at time bonds are sold is 
usually represented as a responsible and 
reliable party, but no iaformation is given 
later about the new owner, whether he is 
responsible or not, as the bonds have been 
sold and the bond house evidently considers 
it iaconsequential as to who owns the 
property thereafter, although it is assumed 
they will see the party is responsible. The 
bondholders are left, with bonds runnin§ 
five or six years, perhaps, signed by parties 
who no longer own the property and aoc 
signed by the new owners. 

Thus to a bondholder this seems irreg- 
ular and should not be allowed. I think 
the property should not be sold until: the 
time stated inthe bonds for redeeming 
bonds at a premium and then the boads 
should be bought up. Of course, this will 
be expensive, which probably is the reason 
for not doing it and no doubt the bond 
house gets a private rakeoff for allowiag 
the sale at the expense of its bondholders. 

BONDHOLDER. 

The rights of the bondholders depend upon the 
terms of the trust deed under which the bonds are 
issued, and the right of the person issuing the 
bonds to sell the property is also governed by this 
trust deed. In view of the fact that we do not 
know what the trust deed provides in this partic- 
ular case, we cannot give you a definite opinion 
as to the legality of this tranefer. 

Under ordinary circumstances, the bondholders 
rely wholly upon the property as security. The lien 
of the bond issue on the property is not affected 
by a change of owners, even though the bonds are 
signed by the owner of the property at the time 
the bonds are issued. For this reason there seems 
to be little objection to the transfers of which 
you complain.

DISPARITY IN SCHOOL SALARIES. 

Chicago, Dec. 16.—{Editor of The Tribune. } 
—Referring to the bitter feeling engendered 
by the apportionment of the 20 per cent in- 
crease in salary among the high school teach- 
ers, it should not be forgotten that it would 
be very hard indeed to apportion this increase 
in such a way as to please all the teachers. 
However, an investigation will certainly dis- 
close that in some schools the apportion- 
ment has been very poorly done, indeed, and 
that injustice has been done certain teachers 
and that other teachers are not giving ade- 
quate service for that increase paid. 

Nor should it be forgotten that this 20 per 
cent increase makes the maximum salary of 
the high school teacher $3,125 per year, while 
the ealary of the grammar school teacher 
remains at $1,200. There would appear to 
be too much disparity between the salary of 
the favored high school teachers and those 
of the teachers in the primary and elemen- 
tary grades. 

In some places pupils as high as the third 
grade have only the half day session. Until 
all the pupils can have adequate school fa- 
cilities any increase paid to high echool 


teachers should certainly be distributed just-.

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Limpness Disappearing 
in Neck Accessories. 


ARIS.—[Special Correspondence.J]—In the 
wake of starched neck frills comes 
starched neck collars, stiffer and more 
formidable all the time. For there is no 
noticeable softening in neck accessories. 

On the contrary, their limpness is disappear- 
ing and in its place there is coming a certain 
militancy which is showing itself in starched 
frills and collars which peep out from beneath 
furs and velvets, framing the face with their 
pure linen whiteness in extremely picturesque 
fashion. For fine white linen of the best qual- 
ity. is being used for these collars, which are 
both hemmed and hemstitched, with their 
edges stiffened and pointed, sometimes in three 
and sometimes in five points. 

The shape of these collars, however, differs 
widely. Sometimes they are wide in the back 
afd high enough to be glimpsed over the fur 
neck piece. Then they rise abruptly under the 
ears and slope down again in the front, form- 
ing a generous V in the front with the extreme 
ends terminating in’a tiny little waistcoat af- 
fair.

They can count cn 
its doing this as surely as they can count on 
a piece of silk’s furnishing material for the 
making of a dainty garment. 

Fat is widely distributed in foods. dt is not 
only in meat and milk,/but in all grains and 
nuts, fn the olive, in e yolk of egg, in the 
leguminous vegetables. e indispensable prod- 
ucts of milk, butter and cheese are respective- 
ly all fat, and fat in great proportion. A piece 
of beefsteak which seems to be free from all 
fat really will contain from 1 to 3 per cent. 

Unless one has the misfortune to have the 
same physical idiosyncrasy as Jack Spratt, there 
are good reasons why we should ply ourselves 
with needed heat and energy by eating fat, 
digesting it completely, and using all of it for 
the day’s needs. If we do not need it all, a 
little stored will be ready for a day of excess- 
ive activity.

Was seen pasted on a drugBist’s door: “ Take 
to keep fats from digesting.” Now, to 
begin with, it is insulting and abusive to make 
our alimentary system carry anything it has 
no use for and can take no care of. Better 
swallow a few rocks, however, than to swallow 
anything which will disintegrate to some ex- 
tent, and have to stay somewhere, though 
everywhere in the way.. Besides, toxic ‘fats 
make unhealthy body fats as surely as good 
fat makes healthy, if an excess of what is 
needed for energy and heat is eaten. 

If we are not to digest fats, then why should 
we digest sugars and starches, or what are 
called carbohydrates? The chemical elements, 
carbon, hydrogen, and oxygen, which make 
these different substances are the same, only 
differently combined, just as “tea” and “ate” 
are made of the same letters. Moreover, the 
products of their oxidation (digestion and as- 
similation) are the same. Again, each can be 
formed from the other, and they perform the 
same functions in the body. 

~~ 


There is yet another function of fat food. 
It protects the precious, tissue-forming foods, 
or the tissues themselves, from being used up 
as mere fuel to supply heat and energy, a serv- 


ice for which they are far less effective 
than fat. 

Fat is ev atwice as effective as carbohy- 
drates. The Neat-producing value of these two 


has been given as two and one quarter to one 
in favor of fat foods. The tissue-forming foods 


are our most expensive foods, and to burn 
them or the tissues themselves js like burning 
up the furniture of our houses ca of using 
coal or wood. 

Besides butter and fat inevitabie with the 
meat, a large number of people get a good 
deal of their day’s energy by eating fat fried 
bacon. Bacon is quite generally recommended 
by the doctors. A person half sick can take 
it, and, if any one needs to be supplied with 
an energy-maker, that person is the one. 


i 


Bacon, however, is expensive. Pfave you tried 
brisket bacon at 20 cents a pound? You have 
to buy a piece,.weighing two pounds or more, 
and you need the guarantee that it is smoked 
with smoke and not with a brush. A plece of 
this boiled is excellent and -wholesome. 

The English use a great deal of boiled bacon 
to serve with greens. It is an economical dish, 
even for us. <A fine, large, entirely unbleached 
head of curly endive, costing 5 cents, is enough 
for four people, large helpings. Or, use spinach. 
It is not necessary to serve it with the slices 
of bacon plastered over it like a eover to a 
haystack. 

BOILED BACON.—If extremely salty, soak 
for an hour or two in warm water before boil- 
ing, first paring off the rusty parts and scrap- 
ing the rind and underside clean. Put on tn 
cold. water; bring slowly to a boil: skim and 
simmer till done, one hour and a half for tsro 
or three pounds, Skin and treat like hbhofled 
ham if you choose.

Mr. Murao spoke 
of having been in conference with Mr. Presi- 
dent Kamado of Keio university, also the 
faculties of Waseda and the College of Peers 
and small colleges, all of whom are enthusi- 
astic over baseball. As ‘a result of these 
meetings and the desire to form a jJeague 
Japan takes its place side by side with the 
United States as the first and only other na- 
tion to accept baseball as its national game.

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SEES TROUBLE FOR FEDERALS 


Johnson Thinks National Can 
Hold Brown and Tinker. 


DOUBTS INVADERS’ BACKING 


Big Sum Needed to Secure Major 
League Stars and Ball Parks. 


BY SAM WELLER. 

That the Federal league has bitten off @ 
largé chunk of trouble for itself in taking 
Joe Tinker and Mordecai Brown away from 
‘organized baseball is the opinion of Ban 
Johnson, president of the American league 
‘and one of the members of the national com- 
mission. | 

“J was sorry to hear that Brown and 
Tinker had taken that step,” said the 
American league head last night. ‘Of 
course, it’s a National league affair so far, 
but in my opinion the players’ contract in 
the National league is so strong that both 


these players can be prevented from playing 


with the Federals if the National league 
cares to take the matter into the courts. 
“As far as I am concerned, I would say 
let the two players go with the Federal 
league if they want to. I take very little 
stock in the stories emanating from Fed- 
eral league sources that a lot more players 
of the major leagues will be in line when the 
season opens. I think there has been a lot 
of hot air in connection with these reports. 


“Doubts Backing of Federals. 
“The Federal league will have to show 
something before it can be taken seriously. 
It will have to spend a lot of money, and I 
hardly think it has the backing at present to 
go out and spend vast amounts such as 
would be needed to carry major leagueplay- 
ers and build the proper kind of ball parks. 

** Reports were sent out that several mem- 


to the Federal league team of that city and in 
Kansas City. One of the players mentioned 
as sure to be with Federals was Catcher 
Agnew. It was said he had cast his lot with 
George Stovall and the Kansas City team. 
Now I happen to know that the signed con- 
tract of Agnew for next season has been held 
by President Hedges of the Browns for a 
long time. That knocks that one story in 
the head, and I-think a lot more of their 
stories are just as unlikely. | 


Thinks Brown Made Mistake. 

“T was especially sorry to hear about 
Mecrdecai Brown leaving the Cincinnati elub. 
I had hoped all the time he would be made 
manager down there, but although he wasn't 
appointed for that position I feel sure he 
would have been well taken care of by Mr. Herr- 
mann. The Cincinnati club did a good turn for 
Brown a year ago, and I think he has made a sad 
misteke in turning against it at this time. 

** The case of George Stovall stands In the Ameri- 
can league about as Tinker and Brown stand fn 
the National. However, I am sure the Ameri- 
can league will make no effort to prevent Stovall 
from playing with the Federal league, though he 
still is on the reserve Jjist of the St. Louis Browns. 
The Browns do not want him, either as manager 
or player. If the Brooklyn club wants Tinker I 
think it can step him from playing with the 
Federal league because of the strength of the 
reserve clause in the National league contract.’’ 

‘Whether or not organized baseball will take steps 
to fight the progress of the Federal league Mr. 
Johnson would not say. There is to be a meet- 
ing of the national commission in Cincinnati next 
week and it seems probable that the question will 
be the chief topic of discussion.

WAIT APPROACH OF SEASON 
FOR ACTION ON TINKER CASE. 


Brooklyn Officials Defer Legal Pro- 
ceedings Against Federal League— 
No Word from Shortstop. 


New. York, Dec, 28.—The Brooklyn National 
league club has received no notice from Joe Tinker 
that he has signed a Federal league contract. 

Edward H. McKeever, vice president, today con- 
ferred with the club’s counsel, Bernard York, and 
it was tentatively agreed that any legal action to 
restrain Tinker frqm playing with any team other 
than Brooklyn would be deferred until just before 
the opening of the season of the Federal league. 

For one thing, ‘the Brooklyn club desires to 
await announcement by the national commission 
as to the latter's attitude toward the defection of 
Tinker and othera Moreover, according to Mc- 
Keever, there is no reason for immediate resort 
to the courts. The Brooklyn club officials will 
continue to hold that Tinker is legally a member 
of the club, and it is expected that sooner or later 
the shortstop will make known his baseball! inten- 
tions in a formal manner to the Brooklyn manage- 
ment.

The two have not met since, although Red- 
mond has encountered most of the topnotch- 
ers with varying success. 


Clabby and Gibbons Matched. 

Jimmy Clabby of Hammond and Mike Gib- 
bons of St. Paul have been matched to 
box twenty rounds at Vernon, Cal., on Jan. 
17, in the first contest of Promoter Tom Mc- 
Carey's elimination series to determine a 
mddleweight champion. 

Larney Lichtenstein, manager of Clabby, 
closed the match shortly before he boarded 
a train tor the coast to look after his fighter’s 
affairs. The weight will be 158 pounds ring- 
side. If Clabby defeats the St. Paul fighter, 
Lichtenstein said all Jimmy’s future oppo- 
nents would have to make the same pound- 
age ringside, 

McCarey wanted Clabby to meet Jack Dil- 
lon of Indianapolis tn the first contest, but 
Dillon refused to make 158 pounds. The pro- 
moter then tried to secure George Chip, but 
the easvern¢er has signed for a fight on the 
same day. As Clabby insisted on meeting 
Gibbons in the first bout, McCarey decided 
to stage the contest. 


Weight Limit to Be 158 Pounds. 

According to Lichtenstein, all fighters who 
take part in McCarey’s elimination bouts 
will have to make 158 pounds ringside, the 
recognized middleweight limit. Clabby and 
Gibbons are pounds under the stipulated notch and 
should put up a rattling good bout. They are fast 
and clever and have a wallop In either hand. 

Before he left for the coast Lichtenstein said 
he would bring Clabby east as soon as the elim- 
ination contests are over. Larney has received 
good offers from eastern clubs, but believes Clabby 
can win the middleweight title, which would make 
him a bigger drawing card in other parts of the 
country.

LONG TOUR FOR CYCLECARS 


Trip from Detroit to New York 
Starts This Morning. 


RUN ENTRIES UNCERTAIN. 


Promoter Hopes to Prove Car Can 
Negotiate Country Roads. 


BY JACK PROCTOR. 

The first semi-official attempt to demon- 
strate the practicability of the cyclecar, the 
most recent addition to the American auto- 
mobile family, will start this morning from 
Detroit, where William B. Stout, chairman 
of the cyclecar division of the Chicago Motor 
club, will pilot a procession of these little 
machines on a run which, it is planned, will 
end in New York City next Saturday. 

Exactly how many cyclecars will be in this 
run is uncertain although it is declared that 
at least two will start, while it is hoped that 
there will be four or five. Stout left for 
Detroit yesterday afternoon positive that 
the Rocket, a Detroit cyclecar, and the Imp, 
made in Auburn, Ind., would be in the party. 
while he had hopes that his representatives 
in Detroit might have a surprise party for 
him in the shape of other starters. 


Thinks Car Can Stand Grind. 

Stout conceived the idea of the run with 
the object of proving that the cyclecar is 
not a strictly city machine; that it can run 
over rough country roads and stand a gruel- 
ing grind. He is billed to read a paper on 
cyclecars at the mid-winter meeting of the Society 
of Automobile Engineers during the New York 
automobile show, and he believes that if his party 
can make the run from Detroit to New York in 
mid-winter he will heve an argument which will 
convince the skeptias. 

While Americans are greatly interested in the 
cyclecar, it ig so new with them thet they know 
practically nothing about what it can do on coun- 
try roads. Critics claim that the thirty-six inch 
tread, which is peculiar to the real cyclecar, can- 
not negotiate the average American country road 
with its deep ruts, while its light weight—around 
400 pounds—means discomfort to the passengers. 
The Detroit-New York trip should settle these 
arguments, 


Plans Talk on Rules. 


Another reason Stout ts anxious to get to New 
York ia to discuss with Chairman Schimpf of the 
contest board of the American Automobile asso- 
ciation the sort of rules needed for cyclecar events. 
fhe national aytomobile organization only recent- 
ly decided to include cyclecar rules in the 1914 
comtest code, which is conaidered quite a victory. 

It ie deciared that the affiliation with the A. A. 
A. will do away with the necessity of the cycle- 
car enthusiasts forming a national body to control 
such contests as they may promote next year. 
The Chicago Motor club’s action in fonming a 
cyclecar division is another indication of the de- 
sire of the automobile folk to extend a he 
hand to this *' little brother.’’
